He pre- 
sented Dr. Hicks with his books that 
were his companions in jail. He asked 
that all complimentary remarks about 
President Arthur ia his writings be elim- 
inated. He told Hicks to offer the first 
prayer on the scaffold, and then ba would 
read his favorite scriptnre.the 10th chapter 
of John, and offered [prayer on his own 
account. He then read the poem on 
"Simplicity," and just as he uttered the 
last word the drop should be sprung. 


At nine o'clock John "W. Guiteau and 


Warden Crocker had a consultation with 
Hicks as to the disposal of the body. The

briskly in the corridor, the guards trying 
to keep up with him. The jail was filled 
with newspaper reporters, and a great 
crowd was outside and constant streams 
coming and going.

disrobed, tbe guard watching him close- 
ly. His voice trembled when he sp >ke. 
At this time Warden Crocker, Hicks, 
and John W. Guiteau carefully inspect- 
ed the galiows, and a bag of sand was at- 
tached to the noose, the trap sprung as a' 
test, which proved satisfactory. Guiteau 
prayed on the gallows in a characteristic 
way, and when he had finished did not 
ifear the death warrant read.

RUSSIAN KEFUOEES. 


MILWAUKEE, June 29.'—Three hundred 


and fifty Jewish refugees from Russia ar- 
rived here late this afternoon. Warning 
had come in a round-about way this 
morning that such a party was on tbe 
way here, and tho Jewish portion of the 
population was thrown into a state of ex- 
citement at once, A society for the re- 
lief of the refugees has been in exist- 
ence here for several months, and a large 
number of poor exiles have been aided 
to find homes and work, but the society 
was in no condition to attend to the 
wants of so large a crowd aa came to-day. 
The relief funds are very low, and the 
society is in no way prepared to care for 
such an army of destitute people. This 
forenoon a meeting of citizens and mem- 
bers of the Hebrew Kehef Association 
was held [and the matter discussed. It 
was decided to keep them here until they 
could be returned or otherwise disposed 
of. A committee to look tip temporary 
.quarters was appointed; another commit- 
tee wiffi Bppuiiitcd to call at the various 
incoming routes and ascertain just where 
the refugees were and when they would 
arrive in the city. Still another ooounU. 
tee was appointed to solicit aid from the 
public. The party was unloaded at the 
depot and presented n most pitiful and 
squalid .appearance. AH were marched 
to some Vacant stores and a supper of 
bread and water was furnished. Mr. A. 
W. Rich, of the Relief Committee, states 
that the refugees were sent directly here 
by order of the Liverpool committee, 
nobody taking the pains to notify the 
people here of their coming. The mayor 
has published a proclamation calling a 
public meeting to be held at the Cham- 
ber of Gamtnerco to-morrow, to take steps 
for furaishing the new comers with aid

CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—Up to date 


there have been introduced in the House 
6.C82 bills and 247 joint resolutions, and 
1,522 reports have been made. 
There 


have been reported back to the House 
from the several committees 942 bills and 
joint resolutions. 
OC these 261 bare 


passed both houses, and 198 have become 
laws. This Congress has now been in 
session six mouths aud sixteen days. 
Considering this fact, the work done so 
far will compare very favorably with the 
work of last Congress. During the three 
sessions of last Congress there were in- 
troduced 7,257 bills and resolutions and 
2,19$ reports. There were reported back 
to the House 1,480 bills and joint resolu- 
tions. Both houses passed 462, of which 
459 became laws. Four bills were vetoed 
by the President. The number of pages 
of tho journal of the House of last Con- 
gress was 2,753, of the House so far 1.56H 
pages. 


Concealed Weapons- 


We hear of tragedies by tno - 


almoat daily, and tho number is by no 
means on the decline. This ia scarcely 
surprising, however, if we reflect on the 
great army of citizens who habitually 
cany concealed weapons on their per- 
sons. At a very low estimate, one per 
cent, of our city population regularly 
complete their toilet by the addition of 
a revolver. The estimate, which is be- 
lieved to be considerably below the 
actual fact, gives ua an armed forced of 
12,000, equipped and ready, at a mo- 
ment's notice, to take human life. Of 
this vast number, not more than three 
or four hundred, at the most, have tho 
right or license to carry pistols, if we 
except tho police. 
The majority of those holding licenses 


are either business men whose hours 
keep them out of doors late at night or 
private watchmen, bank messengers, 
etc. But what shall be said of the ten 
thousand 
: unliconse pistol carriers, who, 


having no legitimate reason to show 'whyv] 
they should be allowed to carry BIM«-

W ash in g to n, June JIO.—At precisely 
12:40 the trap was sprung, aud Guiteau 
was launched into eternity. He spent a 
very restless night.

At eight o clock 
he wanted a bath, and afterwards asked 
Dr. Hicks to examine the scaffold, and 
also asked him to arrange with the war­ 
den to have the trap sprung as soon after 
12 o'clock as possible. He expressed 
fears that au accident might occur, and 
when assured that all was sound he com­

on 
“Simplicity 
or

ligious Uaby Talk.” 
He then attemp­ 
ted to siug but broke down and then 


began to talk about the future. 
He 


could Lot go through the ordeal without 
weeping, aud showed much fear. 
He reiterated that God had inspired 
him to commit the great crime. He pre­ 
sented Dr. Hicks with his books that 
were his companions iu jail. He asked 
that all complimentary remarks about 


President Arthur iu his writings be elim­ 
inated. He told Hicks to offer the first 
prayer on the scaffold, and then he would 
read his favorite scripture,the 10th chapter 
of John, and offered fpraycr on his own 
account. He then read the poem on 
“Simplicity,” and just as he uttered tho 
last word the drop should be sprung. 
At nine o’clock John W. Guiteau and 
Warden Crocker had a consultation with 
Hicks as to the disposal of the body. The 
plan was to bury it under the jail to cir­ 
cumvent grave 
robbers. 
At 
this 
time 
the 
prisoner 
walked 
briskly in the corridor, the guards trying 
to keep up with him. The jail was filled 
with newspaper reporters, and a great 
crowd was outside and constant streams 
coming and goiug. 
At IO o’clock the 
prisoner wauted a bath. 
A large tub 
was taken into the cell. 
He nervously 
disrobed, the guard watching him close­ 


ly. His voice trembled when he sp >ke. 
At this time Warden Crocker, Hicks, 


aud John W. Guiteau carefully inspect­ 
ed the gallows, and a bag of sand was at­ 
tached to the noose, the trap sprung as a 
test, which proved satisfactory. Guiteau 
prayed on tho gallows in a characteristic 
way, and when he had finished did not 
hoar the death warrant read. 


W a sh in g to n, June 30.—All sorts of 
rumors are afloat, one that an attempt 
was made to poison Guiteau. At 10:50 
Guiteau leisurely dressed, and said he 
felt splendidly, physically. At ll had 
Ins last meal, which consisted of four 
slices of toast, beef steak, poached eggs, 
and coffee. He seemed to eat with a 


relish. Mrs. Sco Ville was not allowed 
to 
see 
him. 
She 
came 
out of the jail carrying a boquet and re­ 
turned to the city with her .little daugh­ 
ter and Miss Chevalier. John W. Gui- 
teau said that Sco Ville was the most mis­ 
erable man in America, and would not be 


surprised if he killed his .wife and com­ 
mitted suicide. 
At 12:25 the whistle blew, the gates 
were opened, and Warden Crocker ap­ 
peared 
followed 
by Guiteau, pale, 
nervous, arms pinioned, and moved Blow 
ly iu the procession to the scaffold, the 
pris< 'lier ascending {tho steps supported 
by an officer on each side. Guiteau was 
placed immediately {behind the drop, 
gazed upon the crowd in the yank aQd 
then looked up at the beam aud surveyed 
the paraphanalia of death. All Heads

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kuow Thouuqit go to the end with me to 
my Savior. \ have finished tho work 
Thou gavcst *e to do.”

HUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


M ilw aukee, Juue 29.—Three hundred 
and fifty Jewish refugees from Russia ar­ 
rived here late this afternoon. Warning 
had come in a round about way this 
morning that such a party was on the 
way here, and tho Jewish portion of the 
population was thrown into a state of ex­ 
citement at once, A society for the re­ 
lief of the refugees has been in exist­ 
ence here for several mon bks, ami a large 
number of poor exiles have been aided 
to find homes and work, but the society 
was in no condition to attend to the 
wants of so large a crowd as came to-day* 
The relief funds are very low, and the 
society is in no way prepared to care for 
such an army of destitute people. This 
forenoon a meeting of citizens and mem­ 
bers of the Hebrew Relief Association 
was held [and the matter discussed. It 
was decided to keep them here until they 
could be returned or otherwise disposed 
of. A committee to look up temporary 
quarters was appointed; another commit­ 
tee was appoiutod to aal I at the various 
incoming routes and ascertain just where 
the refugees were and when they would 
arrive in the city. Still another oommit. 
tee was appointed to solicit aid from the 
public. The party was unloaded at the 
depot and presented a most pitiful and 
squalid .appearance. All were marched 
to some vacant stores and a supper of 
bread and water was furnished. Mr. A. 
W. Rich, of the Relief Committee, states 
that tho refugees were sent directly here 
by order of the Liverpool committee, 
nobody taking the pains to notify the 
people here of their coming. The mayor 
has published a proclamation calling a 
public meeting to be held at the Cham­ 
ber of Cam alerce to-morrow, to take steps 
for furnishing the new comers with aid. 


CONGRESS. 


W ash in g to n, June 29.—Up to date 
there have been introduced in tho House 
6,GS2 bills and 247 joint resolutions, aud 
1,522 reports have been made. 
There 
have been reported back to the House 
from the several committees 942 bills and 
joint resolutions. 
Of these 261 have 
passed both houses, and 198 have become 
laws. This Congress has now been in 
session six mouths aud sixteen days. 
Considering this fact, tho work done so 
far will compare very favorably with the 
work of last Congress. During tho three 
sessions of last Congress there were in­ 
troduced 7,257 bills and resolutions and 
2,193 reports. There were reported back 
to the House 1,480 bills and joint resolu­ 
tions. Both houses passed 462, of which 
459 became laws. Four bills were vetoed 
by the President. The number of pages 
of the journal of the House of last Con­ 
gress was 2,753, of the House so far 1,568 
pages.

We hear of tragedies by tnu pistol 
almost daily, and the number is by no 
means on the decline. This is scarcely 
surprising, however, if we reflect on tho 
great army of citizens who habitually 
Cfirry concealed weapons on their per­ 
sons. At a very low estimate, one per 
cent. of our city population regularly 
complete their toilet by the addition of 
a revolver. Tho estimate, which is be­ 
lieved to bo considerably below tho 
actual fact, gives us an armed forced of 
12,000, equipped and ready, at a mo­ 
ment’s notice, to take human life. Of 
tu* vast number, not moro than three 
or four hundred, at the most, have tho 
right or license to carry pistols, if WO 
except tho police. 
The majority of those holding licenses 
are either business men whose hours 
keep them out of doors late at night or 
primate watchmen, bank messengers, 
etc. But w hat shall bo said of tho ten 
thousand unlicense pistol carriers, who, 
having no legitimate reason to show wliv. 
they should be allowed to carry such * 
weapons, yet do so in violation of *aw 
and as a menace upon tho public peace 
and order. 
The bully or hothead who 
has a revolver concealed ^ his hip- 
pocket will court a quam J where an un­ 
armed man, however wave, would dis­ 
creetly shun it. 
Th* possession of fire­ 
arms is, in fact a direct invitation to 
rowdyism riot and very often miirdci,-—

As it appears in manufactured goods, 
cloaks, overcoats, overshoes, and a multi- 
tude of objects too numerous to men- 
tion, as the auctioneers say, it bears very 
little resemblance to the rubber as ^t 
originally appears.

The rubber tree grows in immense 


forest in Colombia and. other parts'o'tr; 
Central America, and properly cared for, 
and"cultivated could supply the world\ 
with rubber, but the rubber hunters are 
as careless and prodigal as our lumber. - 
men, cutting down and wasting the 
trees, so that now they have to go, con- 
siderable distances from the rivers, to 
find them, and are put to some hardship 
and expense to bringf their productato 
tasr'&et, 
bringing it back through 


cwamps aud over mountains, on their 
shoulders. 
If they tapped the trees as our far- 


ia«5T8 do the maple in the spring, col- 
lecUrjg tho sap, the trees would yield 
year utter year a handsome return.

ground near the camp. Af«r the sap, or 
milk, as it is sometimes calud from its 
whiteness, ceases to exude, ttQy;,chop 
down the tree and gash its throughout 
the entire length.

That finishes the trees in every *eg*^i 


where camps are located, and the hunt- 
era have to move on to new spoils,, but 
not until they have treated the collected 
pap. Hard soap and other substances 
are used to coagulate the milk, but as 
•water will not mix with the rubber, the 
coagulated substance appears full of 
small cells containing water, and when 
that is expressed there remain innumer- 
able small holes in the rubber. 
It appears to be an easy matter to 


treat the milk so that it can be made 
homogeneous, clear and transparent as 
amber. It is so done in Para, BEd oc- 
casionally in Colombia, but the hunters 
nre as indifferent to the quality^ of the 
rubber as they are to the protection and 
cultivation of the trees that produce it; 
and so they put upon tho market a crude 
material of inferior value. 


The Colombian Government has laws 


and regulations against the destruction 
of the rubber trees, but they aro not 
enforced, and little attention-is paid to 
them. But bye-and-bye their Govern- 
ment will wake up to the fact that one o) 
the most valuable sources of its limited 
revenue is drying up, and that rubbei 
trees are becoming as scarce as good

* very far from it All the white elephants 
* now existing in Siam mid Burmah are of 
* • light-mouae color, somewhat of the tint 
as the pale freckles to be found on the 
* trunk cf ordinary elephants. This light 
gray is uniform all over, the spots on the 
trunk being white, lite depth of the 
J color, however, varies greatly, and there 
ara often blemishes in the shape of darker 
; patch— which would seem to ruin an 
* otherwise eligible candidate's claim. It 
has been, therefore, found necessary to 
dat—mine some infallible test points, 
which will demonstrate the right of the 
animal to his title. The Burmese ■killed 
men fix upon two of these tests as supe­ 
rior to all others. One is that the 
elephant shall have five toes instead of 
lour. This is a good way of making 
certain; but 
occasionally there azo 
indubitably black elephants which have 
the sacred number of toes. These • are 
white elephants debased by sin, laboring 
under the evil Kharma of previous 
existence, and therefore ineligible for 
the honors accorded to the real animal 
The other test is considered perfectly 
decisive, no matter what the precise tint 
of the skin may be. It is this: jf you poor 
water upon a “white” elephant he tarns 
led, while a black elephant only becomes 
blacker than ever. This is the final test 
always resorted to in Mandalay. It may 
he hoped that the animal recently landed 
will pass these two tests triumphantly. 
If he do— Theebau will tremble for hm 
throne, and will take no more pleasure 
in the monopolies he has been instituting 
co lavishly of late.

Something About Rubber* 
There are tens of thousands of thous­ 
ands of people probably who do not 
know where India rubber, as it is called, 
comes from, or from what it is derived* 
As it appears in manufactured goods, 
cloaks, overcoats, overshoes, and a multi­ 
tude of objects too numerous to men­ 
tion, as the auc tioneer# say, it bears very 
little resemblance to the rubber as it 
originally appears. 
Tho rubier tree grows in immense 
for—t in Colombia and other parts of 
Central America, and properly cared for 
and cultivated could supply tho world 
with rubber, but the rubber hunters are 
as careless and prodigal aa our lumbar* 
men, cutting down and wasting the 
trees, so that now they have to go con­ 
siderable distances from the rivers to 
find them, and are put to some hardship 
and expense to bring their products to 
market, 
bringing it 
back through 
swamps aud over mountains, on their 
shoulders. 
If they tapped the trees as our far­ 
mers do the maple in the spring, col­ 
lecting tho sap, the trees would yield 
year biter year a handsome return. But 
in their eagerness to get all the sap the 
tree contakia, they first girdle all they 
find near their c a m p s , as a mark of pro­ 
prietorship, anj then hack the bark as 
high as they can reach with a machite 
or ax, the cuts bein? made in tho form 
of a t . As the sap exudes it is col­ 
lected and put in a M e dug in the 
ground near the comp. Atkr the sap, or 
milk, as it is sometimes called from its 
whiteness, ceases to exude, M y chop 
down the tree and gash its thro* shout 
the entire length. 
That finishes the trees in every region 
where camps are located, and the hunt- I 
era have to move on to new spoils, but 
not until they have treated the collected 
sap. Hard soap and other substances 
are used to coagulate the milk, bat as 
water will not mix with the rubber, the 
coagulated substance appears full of 
■mall cells containing water, and when 
that is expressed there remain innumer­ 
able small holes in the rubber. 
It appears to be au easy matter to 
treat the milk so that it can bo made 
homogeneous, clear and transparent as 
amber. It is so done in Para, and oc­ 
casionally in Colombia, but the hunters 
are as indifferent to the quality of the 
rubber as they are to the protection and 
cultivation of the trees that produce it; 
and so they put upon the market a crude 
material of inferior value. 
The Colombian Government has laws 
and regulations against the destruction 
of the rubber trees, but they are not 
enforced, and little attention^ paid to 
them. 
But bye-and-bye their Govern­ 
ment will wake up to the fact that one of 
the most valuable sources of its limited 
revenue is drying up, and that robber 
trees are becoming as scarce as good 
timber in the Upper Alleghany. 
Fortunately, the rubber tree is easy of 
cultivatiou and a rapid grower. In three 
or four years from the planting of the 
seed the trunk attains a diameter of 
eight to ten inches, and gives returns to 
the cultivator sooner than almost any 
other tree. Tho planting of rubber 
plantations along the rivers where it is 
indigenous, and has been most abundant, 
will some day be a large and lucrative 
industry,—Cincinnati Commercial.
